Statev made 
this statement as pert of an explanation of wfa^ he was having difficulty In 
attracting people to support the BBA. He said therefore that he hadn't been 
able to get IQ^ff *s sxipport because of Dochev's warning. Statev* s purpose 
was to Consider difficulties between n^rself (Dochev) and Ihipeff *s group. You 
know that it was at yotn suggestion that I warned Statev. 

I tell you the above for your Information so that you will knew the 
people with whom you intend to work. I am sure that you know them, but this 
has given us a chance to know them better.
